Rita D. Gross 
1926-2013 


Born Rita Delphine Beauchaine, April 27", 1926 in Newport, NH Rita was the eldest of 7 children. 

She attended Guild School from 1932 to 1936. Her education continued at Richards School in Newport, 
NH, from 1937 to 1940, when she graduated from 8" grade. Children continued onto High School only 
if they desired. While also working nights at the Dorr Woolen Mill to help support the family, 

Rita would attend Towle High School from 1940 to 1944, graduating 5th in her class. 


Rita would come to be defined in life as having great strength of spirit and character, passionate about 
life and every accomplishment. 


She was employed by Dorr Woolen Mill in the card room as a finishing tender from the summer of 1943 
to 1946. In 1946 she moved to White River Jct., and worked in the office of the White River Garage, in 
1947 at Woolworth’s in Lebanon at the food counter, then at Split Ball bearing in 1949. 


lt was at Dorr Woolen Mills in 1943 where she met the love of her life, Gerald “Bud” Gross. They 
married in 1949 in Apple Blossom time. She moved to Croydon where they lived in the Stevens-Gross 
family homestead. Rita always referred to the Stevens-Gross homestead the “Rainbow House”, 
because in 1949 she saw the first rainbow she could ever remember seeing and every summer that she 
lived there, rainbows would appear in the East over Baltimore Mountain, bowing gracefully over 
Spectacle Pond. 


Rita transported school children in town with their old Buick until 1951. Using their personal funds, 
they purchased the first school bus for $500, which she drove until the spring of 1953. 


In June of 1951 through Labor Day the same year, Rita lived on Croydon Mountain and became the 
lookout watchman while Bud came down to supervise the road work in town. 


In 1960, she gave birth to a baby girl, Carol Sue. There never would be anything in her life more special 
than this child, and later a son-in-law and two grandchildren Adam and Katharine. Her family was her 
pride, her joy, and her reason for life. 


From 1961 until 1973 Rita would operate a weather station for the State of NH in their back yard. This 
was only a minor job which overlapped with those of Croydon Treasurer, Town Clerk, Historian, and 
Mother. 


In 1963 Rita was elected to the position of Town Treasurer, which she held until March of 1978. In 
1965 she was elected as Town Clerk and held this position for 22 years until 1987. During these years, 
she co-authored with Jane Chworowsky the 1966 Bicentennial History of Croydon. She was the driving 
force behind a project to microfilm Croydon’s history, and later provided historical data and 
collaboration for the publication of “Vital Records of Croydon, New Hampshire”, by Dean Crawford 
Smith and Melinde Lutz Sanborn of the New England Genealogical Society, Boston. The preface of 
these books are a testimonial to the passing of the torch from the Great Historians -- the Reverend 
Jacob Haven, John Cooper Esq., Alonzo Allen, Dana S. Gross, and then to Rita D. Gross. From 1988 to 
1997 she held the position of Trustee of the Trust Funds and Cemeteries. 


Her main interest remained the Historical Society and the preservation of the Town records and those of 
the personal collection of her mentor and father-in-law Dana. Rita was also an extraordinarily talented 
craftswoman. She could knit; crochet; and sew; and she tatted, a perishing art. Rita taught 4-H classes, 
All types of fancywork classes, but she was perhaps best known for her braiding of rugs. She and Bud 
made countless rugs and gave lessons as well. 


From 1997 until the time of her death, she always said she did what she WANTED to do. Her one 
unfulfilled dream was to be a pilot. She wanted so to fly. Rita lived to be 86, pre-deceased by 5 
brothers and a sister. She passed in the way that she least wanted, in Woodlawn nursing home left by 
age unable to perform the smallest task. Her strength of spirit persevered however, and until her dying 
hour kept her beliefs refusing any medication of any type.

2013 SELECTBOARD REPORT 


We again would like to express our appreciation to all Town Departments 
for controlling spending and completing the year within budget. 


2013, A Year of Deferred Maintenance Catch Up 


This year we replaced the Town Hall roof with a raised seam steel roof 
which should last the town for 100 years. WeatherCheck from Georges 
Mills did an excellent and timely job. 


The Town Hall parking lot was topped with its finished surface. We have 
discussed stripping the parking spaces, however, everyone seems to be 
parking fine without them. 


Lovering Hill was chip-sealed from Route 10 to the Croydon Four Corners 
and Cash Street paved from the top of the hill to Loon Lake. 


Changes in Town Administration and Leadership 


Donnie Lussier retired after 26 years as Croydon’s Road Agent and his 
retirement party at the Highway Garage was well attended by residents, 
family, friends, and area highway departments. He was presented a 
beautiful mantle clock with appropriate plaque honoring his service. 


The Selectboard accepted the resignation of David Hooley and Ron Leslie 
was appointed to fill his remaining term of office. Ron has served the town 
as Selectman in the past and as a result is well qualified for the post 


Dave, who had been working with Donnie for the past year, was deemed to 
be the best qualified candidate and appointed to take the position of Road 
Agent, due to his experience with the town its roads and building 
maintenance. Dave has also been assigned the responsibility for the 
Transfer Station and the maintenance of all town buildings and vehicles. 


Carl Dombroski was hired as full time Highway Department helper. 
Complete job descriptions and terms of employment were prepared and 
approved for both Highway Department positions. 
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Charleen Little desired to reduce her responsibilities and as a result 
recruited Kym Car to train and take over as Selectboard Administrative 
Assistant. Kym is a fast study and has done an excellent job. Charleen is 
continuing as Croydon Town Clerk and deserves the thanks of the town for 
her terrific work. 


In 2014 we plan to redevelop the handicap access to the Town Clerk’s 
Office by using the existing handicap ramp on the north side of the Town 
Hall and opening a door into the Clerk’s Office from the Hall. This will 
provide access but also make the Clerk’s Office more secure. This is now 
possible with the school functions being moved to the new modular 
building. Access to the Police and Selectboard office will be through the 
Town Hall.

Approximately 30% of the Sawyer Fund was allocated to the stock 
market ($352,000).

This is money that 
may not be spent, but increases the overall value of our portfolio.

Report of the Road Agent 
2013 


It’s been a year of changes for the Croydon Highway Department. After twenty six years 
of dedicated service to the Town of Croydon, Don Lussier retired as the Road Agent. It 
was a pleasure to work with him part time for fifteen years. He is enjoying being able to 
sit at home and just watch the trucks go by this winter, and this is a well deserved break 
for Donnie. 


With Donnie’s retirement I was appointed as the new road agent and resigned as 
selectmen after 14 years. In October we hired Carl Dombroski. It is good to have some 
young blood who is interested in this work. Carl and I have attended several of the 
training sessions offered by UNH for road crews. 


It has been a busy winter so far with a few snow storms and too many rain storms. Last 
winter we went through around 2139 tons of sand and 252 tons of salt. We may be a bit 
higher for this winter if the weather pattern stays the way it has been, but as of now our 
totals are still under last year’s sand and salt usage. 


Last year we repaved a section of Cash street, and chip sealed Loverin Hill. Both projects 
went well and the results were good. This year we would like to do repairs and paving on 
Bouldervale Rd with the money from the Highway Block Grant. We will also be working 
this summer on trying to improve some drainage on some of the roads and normal 
summer road maintenance. 


Equipment: looking ahead to 2015 we will be wanting to replace the 2001 Freightliner 
truck. This truck has held up well but is starting to require more and more repairs. 


Things at the Transfer Station are going smoothly. The punch card system seems to be 
working very well. We were very close this year to covering the cost of all the items that 
you are charged to dispose. I have included on the next three pages the Activity Report 
from the NRRA (Northeast Resource Recovery Association). This report breaks down the 
items we recycle. Thanks to Carl and Jeffery, the attendants at the transfer station, for 
doing a great job this year.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burming requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at

This past fire season started in late March with the first reported fire on March 26th 2013. April, which ts the traditional start to our 
spring fire season, started very dry with little measurable precipitation until the middle of the month. Approximately 70% of our 
reportable fires occurred during the months’ of April and May. The largest fire was 51 acres on April 29th. 81% of our fires occurred on 
class 3 or 4 fire danger days. By mid May, extensive rains began which provided us with a very wet summer overall. We had a longer 
fail fire season due to drier than normal conditions following leaf fall. Fortunately most of these fires were small! and quickly 
extinguished. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class IJ or higher fire danger days. Our fire 
lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The 
towers fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of 
the fires during the 2013 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should 
take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves 
and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and 
homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

The Commission has been providing professional planning assistance to municipal boards since 1963 
when it was the Upper Valley Development Council. The Commission is one of nine regional planning 
commissions (RPCs) in New Hampshire created to coordinate all aspects of planning, act as a liaison 
between local and state/federal agencies and provide advisory technical assistance on land use issues 
and development. We serve 27 communities from Piermont to Charlestown along the Connecticut River 
and from Wilmot to Washington to the east. 


Revenue for the Commission was $1,148,364 for FY13. About 16% of last year’s revenue was received 
through local contracts with municipalities over and above dues, demonstrating the need and value of 
services. Currently, 93% of the municipalities within the region are members of the Commission. About 
25% of Commission revenue came from the Unified Planning Work Program utilizing Federal Highway 
Administration funding through the NH Department of Transportation. Other state and federal funding 
sources include USDA Rural Development, EPA funding distributed through NH Department of 
Environmental Services and FEMA through the NH Department of Safety - Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management. Less than 1% of the Commission revenue was received from state resources 
through the NH Office of Energy and Planning. 


Local dues from municipalities support just under 9% of the budget. In FY13, member communities and 
counties provided membership dues that allowed the Commission to leverage approximately $632,751 
in federal funding to assist municipalities within the region. 


The Commission consists of representatives appointed by the leadership of each member municipality or 
county. Each municipality that is a member of the Commission is entitled to two representatives to the 
Commission. Municipalities with a population of over 10,000 but less than 25,000 are entitled to have 
three representatives on the Commission. Counties are entitled to two representatives as well. The 
Town of Croydon does not currently have a representative. 


In FY13 the Town of Croydon received 2.75 hours of technical assistance service as a member. 
Membership dues for the Town of Croydon in FY13 were $954.24. 


The Commission was engaged in over 46 projects within the region this year and has increased its 
capacity to serve the communities of the region. Please visit our website www.uvlsrpc.org to view 
project currently underway and those recently completed.

I am writing to request the Town of Croydon provide $2,111.40 in support of Lake Sunapee 
Region VNA and Hospice (LSRVNA) to support unreimbursed, under-reimbursed and 
charity care and other services provided by LSRVNA staff to and on behalf of Croydon 
residents. The request is equal to a per capita rate of $2.76 and is based on a Town 
population of 765.' The current rate has been in place since 2008. 


I am taking the liberty of providing the following statistics, which reflect services provided 
by LSRVNA staff to and on behalf of Croydon residents in the past year: 


e Provided 515 hours of nursing, therapy and in-home supportive care to 33 residents; 


e Provided 455 in-home visits to these residents. 76 visits were provided without any 
remuneration to LSRVNA. 79 visits were provided under various Medicaid 
programs. Currently, NH Medicaid reimburses LSRVNA at dss than 60% of the 
Agency’s visit cost; 


e One resident received 21 visits in our hospice program. His family and loved ones 
ate all offered individualized support and counseling at no cost for at least 14 
months; and, 


e Community clinics (flu, blood pressure, Ask-A-Nurse and foot care) and support 
groups (caregiver, bereavement, parent-child) provided services 43 residents. 


Your support will enable us to keep our promise to your community and we will continue to 
provide all our services — except for long-term, private-duty care — regardless of insurance 
coverage or ability to pay. This support is consistent with New Hampshire law, which 
requires local government provide some level of care to individuals who are poor or 
otherwise unable to support themselves.”

On behalf of all staff, volunteers and the trustees of Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice 
(LSRVNA), thank you for the opportunity to provide home health and hospice services, long-term 
care and community health services in our town. 


Our Mission remains unchanged; LSRVNA personnel strive to support the dignity and independence 
of all Croydon residents. As in previous years, the LSRVNA Board of Directors has pledged that, 
within our financial resources, we will continue to provide. your community with all our services, 
except for long-term private duty care, regardless of insurance coverage or any individual’s ability to 
pay for care. 


Over the past year, our dedicated staff provided Croydon residents with nearly 500 visits in our home 
care, hospice, and private duty care programs. Over one-third of all our visits were either provided 
without any remuneration or provided through the Medicaid program. Medicaid reimburses 
LSRVNA at less than 60% of the Agency’s visit cost. 


Many in our town took advantage of LSRVNA's free clinics (flu, blood pressure, Ask-A-Nurse and 
foot care) and support groups (caregiver, parent-child and bereavement). NOTE: The flu clinic is not 
a “free” clinic but any Croydon resident who does not have insurance or the ability to pay for an 
immunization will be provided one as part of our arrangement with the Town. 


LSRVNA staff remain committed not only to individual health and well-being, but to fostering 
community support and involvement which enables residents to help their friends and neighbors.

Southwestern Community Services (SCS) provides assistance through transitional housing and emergency shelter 
programs, workforce and senior rental housing, education and childcare, nutrition and health, energy conservation, 
weatherization programs, day and employment services for developmentally disabled individuals and workforce 
development for clients and dislocated workers. 


In 2012-2013 Southwestern Community Services provided 124 units of service to the citizens of Croydon totaling 
$47,072.15 in direct assistance. SCS is requesting 1% of the amount of that direct assistance equaling $471.00. The 
1% request results in a decrease from the amount requested in 2013-2014. 


SCS has updated our town funding requests in the interest of fairness. SCS requests support from each town in our 
service area. Beginning this year, SCS will be requesting 1% of the amount of direct assistance that SCS invested into 
that community in the previous program year. This means that from year-to-year the amount of the town funding 
requests will change. For example, if next year Croydon sees an increase in the amount of direct assistance that SCS 
provides, Croydon will also see an increase in the amount of funding that SCS requests from the town. 


There are two other supporting documents that are included in this request. The first is SCS’ Economic Impact report for 
Croydon. This document breaks down the amount of direct assistance provided to the citizens of Croydon by SCS. This 
overview is organized by program. The second spreadsheet is an overview of SCS’ town funding program by town. This 
spreadsheet illustrates the adjustments made to SCS’ town funding program on a town by town basis.

Dear Members of the Board, 


One in seven seniors is threatened by hunger. Seniors require greater consideration 
towards their health and medical needs that can become compromised when there is not 
enough food to eat. An individual with a nutritional risk score of five or more is 
considered at high nutritional risk. Sullivan County Nutrition Services (SCNS) provides 
elderly and incapacitated adults, with an average nutritional risk score of 9.5, with 1/3 of 
their daily nutritional requirements through our Meals-on-Wheels program (M.O.W.). 


Although 27% of clients served through our M.O.W. program reported he/she has seen a 
decrease in his/her nutrition risk score, he/she is not always able to make a donation for 
his/her meal. The federal and state funding we receive does not cover the full cost of a 
meal. State and federal funding does not cover any cost for meals delivered above and 
beyond our contracted units (meals). SCNS has provided meals above and beyond the 
contracted units for the past nine years and received nearly a $40,000 reduction in its 
contract this year. By design, (nationally) the program has as a part of its funding formula 
an element of community support. 


It is that time of the year when we solicit community support for the Meals-on-Wheels 
segment of the program. With the average age of a M.O.W. participant being 75, and who 
have deficits in two or more activities of daily living, your financial support will help to 
insure your residents have a well-balanced nutritious meal delivered to his/her home and 
a safety check, especially for the 54% of participants who currently live alone. 
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Your support, along with state and federal support, will prevent the need for placing 
people who ask for assistance on a wait list. At the same time, citizens with mobility 
problems can maintain independence and remain in his/her home. 


With the recent federal cuts made to the M.O.W. program, we need your help now more 
than ever. Please allow us to continue to provide a hot meal and a safety check to make 
sure your elderly homebound and disabled residents are safe. To help ensure that we are 
able to meet these basic and vital needs, SCNS ask for your support of $1,065 (.65 cents 
per meal). 


Without your contribution, SCNS would not meet our cash match requirement. Your 
contribution will allow SCNS to continue to access partial State and Federal Funds used 
to provide the elderly and disabled citizens of Croydon with a well-balanced nutritious 
meal, safety check and access to other services from which he/she may benefit.

History 

The Meals-on-Wheels (MOW) program delivered its first meal in Philadelphia, 
PA in 1954. The program was modeled after a similar program that was started in 
England to support seniors during World War II. In 1972, the federal government made 
the program a permanent program through the implementation of the Older American’s 
Act. The act provides a basis for providing meals to seniors (60 years or older) or people 
with qualifying disabilities. As an integral part of the act, the framework for funding not 
only involved federal support but also monies from local sources. The general formula 
put forth by the grant is 75 to 80% garnered from federal sources, 15 to 20% to be raised 
from local support (counties & municipalities) with the balance derived through private 
donations. Obviously these are general guidelines, but it points out that community 
participation and personal commitment are key elements. 

Sullivan County Nutrition Services (SCNS) started its participation in the Meals- 
on-Wheels program in 1972, and operated out of a department store’s basement in 
Newport. The initial program served 25 meals per day and had an initial operating budget 
of $20,000. In 1980, the program established meal sites in Claremont and Charlestown to 
meet an ever growing need for service. Forty-one years later we are serving over 131,000 
meals per year. All but three communities in Sullivan County receive meal services 
through this program (Acworth, Plainfield, and Langdon). We have not received any 
requests from these communities. Should there be a request we would make every 
accommodation to service the request. 


Community Support 
SCNS requests each community that is being served to support the MOW 


program. Our request reflects the number of meals and individuals that have been served 
in your community during the past year and the historical trend that has been 
experienced. If your community is not served, no money is requested. If your community 
has few meals and people being served historically, then it is conceivable that your 
requested support would be reduced. Should your community have an increase in meals 
served, a modest increase is often requested. The bottom line is that we simply ask for 
support that is commensurate with the degree of service provided and seldom is equal to 
the total cost of service. Any difference is raised through private donations, and is 
consistent with the funding formula that was put forth by the Older American’s Act. 


SCNS 

Sullivan County Nutrition Services is a part of the Newport Senior Center, a 
501(c) 3 organization. SCNS operates three congregate meal sites in Newport, Earl 
Bourdon Centré (Claremont) and at the Town Office Complex in Charlestown. We have 
an annual independent audit performed each year and must comply with all aspects of the 
program grant guidelines. Oversight is provided by the State of N.H., Department of 
Elder and Adult Services. We encourage communities to visit us and to discuss any 
questions they have about any aspect of the program. Thank you in advance for your 
support.

Croydon School Board Report 2013-2014 
Board members: Jody Underwood, Angi Beaulieu, Emily Owens 


Croydon Village School will be expanding to 4" grade starting next year! This is a very exciting 
time for us and will bring some changes. The plan is to have three classes: 3 day a week 
kindergarten; grades 1-2 and grades 3-4. 


Equally exciting, this year we started getting ready for school choice. The board and 
administration met with leaders from surrounding schools and districts, near and far, who are 
interested in providing Croydon school-aged children with many new options for schools starting 
next year. The schools currently on the list are: Concord, Cornish, Hanover, Kearsarge, Keene, 
Kimball Union Academy, Lebanon, Newport, Newport Montessori, Plainfield, Sunapee, and 
Unity/Claremont. As for transportation to all but our anchor school, it’s up to the parents. 
However, Plainfield offered to send a bus if five (5) Croydon students choose to attend their 
school! 


It is now up to you to select and apply to the schools that provide a good fit for your children. 
We had an open house in the fall to introduce Croydon residents to the available schools. We 
will have a second (and yearly) Open House in March 2014 so all Croydon residents can meet 
people from and learn about what each school has to offer, and also pick up registration forms. 
The deadline for registration for these schools will be April 15. 


The federal government has recently introduced requirements for a new set of academic 
standards, called the Common Core. There has been backlash around the country against these 
standards, while text book companies are following the tide by creating new books that meet 
these new standards. Unfortunately, this is very similar to the “new math” from decades ago, 
where they taught a new way of doing math, and it was quickly decided that it wasn’t the best 
way to teach or do math. Hopefully, the common core will soon see the same end. In the 
meantime, we won’t waste a lot of money on new textbooks, nor expend too much energy 
teaching a single method that parents don’t understand, for this newest boondoggle. 


As you are no doubt aware, property taxes went up a lot this year. There were many reasons for 
this increase, including the NH retirement employer contributions increased by 25%, health 
insurance premiums increased by 8.5%, regular education tuition costs to Newport were under- 
budgeted in FY 13, and special education out-of-district tuitions were under-budgeted in FY 13. 
We also needed to replenish the Special Education Reserve Fund, but the town voted to put in 
half of what was proposed. The school board posted a letter explaining these things in 
November. We hope this increase will be short-lived, and that it will go down next year. 


Whether to go to full-time kindergarten, expand to 5 half days, or stay at the current 3 days has 
been an ongoing debate this year. There are good reasons to expand to full-time or 5 half days 
(more time to meet educational recommendations, parental support), and good reasons not to do 
it (easier transition to full time school, higher cost for a full-time teacher, the state only provides 
a reimbursement for part-time kindergarten). The town will make the choice at this year’s 
School District Meeting after what we’re sure will be a lively discussion.

As we celebrate the accomplishments of all of our students during the 2013-2014 school year 
and anticipate the possibilities for further student opportunities during the upcoming 2014-2015 
school year, on behalf of the entire staff of the Croydon School District, we are fortunate that the 
community recognizes that “Schools Can’t Do It Alone.” Assuredly, there have been dramatic 
changes, as we have been collaborating for the individual benefit for every child and family. Our 
family has moved to the SAU #43 communities and I hope to know every student and family. 
Having been in my former district 20 years, I knew all students as their youth coach, neighbor, 
and partner in each child’s education. I am honored to have had the opportunity to join the entire 
Croydon school/community in the pursuit of assuring a world class education for your child. 


The contagious enthusiasm of students, parents, and staff was clearly evident at the October 
Open House where my wife and I enjoyed visiting with the students, families, PTO, and School 
Board members. The countless events. celebrating student participation and success has been 
rigorously supported by the Croydon School Board and PTO, such as a trip to Wellwood 
Orchard, a trip to the Croydon Fire Station for fire safety month, annual Halloween Costume 
Parade, students’ participation in Veteran’s Day, Croydon Holiday Program and _ student 
production of “Charlie Brown’s Christmas,” ice skating on the common in Newport, a trip to the 
Montshire Museum, a trip to Billing’s Farm in Vermont, routine visits to the Richards Free 
Library in Newport, and the list goes on and on... 


The governance team has brought the vision of adding the 4 Grade to the Croydon School 
District to fruition. Starting in school year 2014-2015, the 4" grade students residing in the 
Croydon School District will attend the Croydon Village School. The entire school/community 
has a contagious enthusiasm to see the Croydon School family grow as approximately 9 students 
will attend 4™ grade at Croydon! 


As school/community members are aware, the town voted to have School Choice, which will 
start in the 2014-2015 School Year. The School Board members have spearheaded a 
comprehensive awareness initiative that has included conversations at many surrounding school 
districts regarding School Choice for Croydon families. Inclusive in these discussions with the 
are school district governance members has included visitations to the following districts:

This school year, the Croydon Village School was featured in the Boston Channel 5 Chronicle 
television program, celebrating the rich tradition of our one-room School House. This was a true 
testimonial to the dedication, hard-work, and pride that the school/community has sustained in 


ensuring this great jewel shines brightly forever; and as of 2014-2015, the star will be brighter as 
the fourth grade attends. 

Clearly, the 2012-2013 school year ushered in a “New Beginnings” for the 2013-2014 school 
year brought collaborative efforts; as Croydon School Board members and the newly formed 
permanent Administration encouraged school/community dialogue on recommendations, input, 
and concepts for school improvement. We have been and will continue to start each day 
working on behalf of children in order to overcome barriers and obstacles. Our hope is to 
consider the possibilities in building a great school in which each child is moving forward. The 
collective stars are lined up with the students at the center. Assuredly, as we all place students in 
the center, our choices become clearer.

The triad is the continuous, 
heartfelt, and dedicated relationship between the home, school, and student. We must have a 
thoughtful, powerful, and ongoing conversation about the success of each child between the 
family and the school. 


The instructional staff has developed a network for student academic support at each level. 
Every student and family should have the support needed on an everyday basis to assure that 
each child is attending school and learning. We share a contagious enthusiasm for school 
improvement and encourage you to attend all functions and join committees. Our “New 
Beginnings” will take time for trusting connections to be fully established. We are honored to be 
among the entire school/community and look forward to teamwork, trust, and collaboration as 
we mold lifelong personal and professional relationships. Teamwork, collaboration, and 
communication will be vital. The intent is success for all students and families. The hope is that 
through shared initiatives; Board, Administration, and staff, goals will be one based with 
children at the center. Success for each student in our “New Beginnings.” 


There has been considerable networking of professional development (PD) among Croydon and 
Newport. Croydon staff participated in SAU #43 professional development. These professional 
development activities included a focus of differentiated instruction. SAU #43 sponsored a 
conference style Professional Development day for all Newport and Croydon staff. Sessions 
focused on how to differentiate the learning needs of students across all content areas and grade 
levels. Sessions included The Challenge of Meeting the Needs of the Digital Learner, Strategies 
to Engage Students in Their Learning, Differentiation in the K-2 Mathematics Classroom, 
Numeracy Foundations, Integrating Digital. Tools to Differentiate Instruction in Reading and 
Writing, and many more. This was a great opportunity for staff to network and collaborate with 
other SAU educators and state experts. Croydon staff has participated in the new staff 
orientation. That provides an overview of the professional development process, supervision and 
evaluation steps, and other various resources of interest to new staff members. 


Professional learning opportunities for all Croydon staff is funded primarily through Title II Part 
A, Preparing, Training, and Recruiting High Quality Teachers and Principals. This is a formula 
grant to school districts with the expectation of increasing student achievement by (1) improving 
teacher and principal quality, (2) increasing the number of highly qualified teachers (HQT) and 


paraprofessionals teaching in the classroom, and (3) improving the capacity of principals, 
assistant principals, and superintendents in schools as outstanding managers and educational 
leaders. All Croydon staff is also participating in Positive Behavioral Interventions and Supports 
(PBIS) training with Richards Elementary School in Newport as directed by Dr. Howard 
Muscott. 


The quality of life in a community is shaped by the quality of the schools. By developing a 
communication framework, all stakeholders will consider possibilities and opportunities for 
prescriptively preparing each student to be career and college ready. We are committed to the 
transformation process for our schools in a changing world as we start each day working on 
behalf of children. Together we will attain “Good to Great” as we move all children forward 
with a sense of the future by overcoming barriers and obstacles. In addition, as we increase and 
celebrate student opportunity and participation in co-curricular programs, it has been rewarding 
to share the pride, joy, and spirit while attending student award presentations, and 
school/community events involving students in our entire District. All school/community 
members are openly invited to share in the celebration of attending student ceremonies, 
activities, and events. Every path to individual, community, and national success runs through 
those wide-open classroom doors. We will continue to work together so that Croydon School is a 
center of exploration, innovation, opportunity, and achievement. 


We hope that the extraordinary talents and resources in the Croydon community join together to 
build meaningful, sustained school/community partnerships. Assuredly, we are entering into 
collaborations among our school/community: with outside agencies to provide student support, 
regional sharing with area schools and the New Hampshire State Department of Education 
networks. These school/community connections and regional collaborations provide the 
framework for competitive grants, cost effective procedures, and enhanced opportunities for 
students. The School Board has diligently collaborated with the Administration on cost effective 
strategies in each facet of school operation, while articulating a clear organizational mission to 
educate all students and challenge their level of achievement as noted in the NECAP results. All 
of the Board members have defined what it wants based upon community input, in order for the 
Croydon School to achieve for all students. Your attendance and comments at all School Board 
meetings is always encouraged. It is important to the Board and Administration that all 
school/community members are actively involved and feel a true voice and “say” in all areas of 
school governance and oversight. 


My office and home doors are always open as our family has relocated to the SAU #43 
communities.

Croydon Village School Year in Review 
Heather Worthen, Director of Student Services 


The focus this year for the Croydon Village School has been building capacity with the staff 
through training and using Grant Funds to increase services for all students. By using the two 
grant funds Croydon Village School receives, we have added a Reading Specialist for five hours 
per week and a Math Specialist. Both who are working directly with students and staff to 
increase student outcomes and teacher effectiveness. 


The IDEA Grant is a yearly grant to assist with the implementation of student programming 
based on the number of students identified with a disability. This year the Croydon allocation is 
approximately $8,000.00. The school also receives the Rural Education Achievement Program 
Grant, which targets schools in rural communities. This grant is used to supplement the budget 
so rural schools are able to offer similar programs as other communities. This year we are using 
those funds for supplies for the current students, furniture and supplies for next year as fourth 
grade is added. 


This year the teachers have been piloting a new math series called “Math in Focus”. This was a 
free pilot program for a year that came with books and math manipulatives. The teachers are 
excited about this series and we will meet later in the spring to give the School Board a 
presentation and determine if we will move forward with the program. In the past we have used 
“Trailblazers” which needed a lot of supplementing. 


The students have participated in field trips this year! The students went apple picking at 
Wellwood Orchard and learned the proper way to pick apples. At Billings Farm they learned 
games that children played in the 18 Century, and were fascinated by how different life was 
then as compared to today. A trip to the Montshire Museum was fun and students were able to 
learn many new concepts using a hands-on approach. These activities were all tied to the 
curriculum and extended the learning experience for the students. 


Along with the trips, the students also participated in enrichment and service projects. Students 
sang at the Veterans Dinner held by the Croydon Fire Department, held a Pot Luck Thanksgiving 
Lunch where they sang songs and explained what they learned at Billings Farm, participated in 
the “Charlie Brown Christmas” Christmas Pageant, and attended the Newport Library followed 
by skating in the winter months. 


As the Director of Student Services and Acting Principal for Croydon Village School, it is my 
goal to be fiscally responsible as well as provide the programming needed to meet student’s 
needs. Creating collaborative relationships with other districts to support that goal has been 
effective and I will continue to search those opportunities out. Finally, I would like to thank Ms. 
George, Ms. Almy, Ms. King, Ms. Almstrom, Mr. Sussman, Mr. Stuart and the Croydon School 
Board for supporting the student achievement and commitment with creating a nurturing, 
stimulating educational environment for the students at the Croydon Village School.
